The name of Clarence Day, who 
v/rote the three hilarious books, 
from which the play is adapted, 
has already taken it’s place on 
the roster of the great humorists 
of America. 

But few people know the story 
of the writing of those three 
famous volumns. When Clarence 
Day was in the prime of life he 
became a victim of arthritis. 

Work was out of the question, 
walking soon became impossible, 
and finally he was a helpless_ 
invalid who could not leave his 
bed. He had a wife a"d children 
to support, however, so he dec¬ 
ided to do the one thing he could 
without moving fro v his bed. He 
would write. 

At first it was quite easy. His 
pad was propped up before him 
and he wrote with some comfort. 

But his condition grew rapidly 
worse. Toward the end of his 
life he could not even move his 
hand across an ordinary sheet of 
PAPER, SO "Life With Father" was 
written on cards, 3 inches by 
5, in letters so contorted that 
even his wife, who copied the 
material, had difficulty making 
it out. ' T as it sad, or did it 
give an inkling of the suffering 
of the writer? Hot a bit of it. 

It was the funniest bonk of his 
career. And though it was born 
of indescribable pain it has 
brought laughter to the hearts 
of millions. Clarence Day's ouiet 
and uncomplain ing life w- s the 
greatest sermon I have ever hoard.
